The following TljU was introduced in the House of the People on 15tb 
April, 1058 : — ■ 

Bilt.* No. 84 of 1958 

A Bill to regulate certain conditions of service of the Cotfiptcoller 
an4 A uditor-Gmeral of India 

Bb it eiiaeted by Parliament aa follows: — 

1. Short titl®. — This Act may be called the Comptroller and Auditor- 
General (Conditions of Service) Act, 1958. 

2. Term of office ol Comptroller and Auditor-General. — A Comptroller 
and Auditor-General of India shall hold office for a term of six years from 
the date on which he enters upon his office; 

Provided that he may at any time by writing under his hand addressed 
to the President resign his office. 

Explanation.— ~Fov the purposes of this section, the term of six years 
in respect of the Comptroller and Auditor-General holding offloo imme^ 
diately before the commencement of thip Act shall be computed from the 
16th day of August, 1048. 

3. Pension payable to Oomptroller and Audltor-Oeneral.^A Comptrol- 
ler and Auditor-General of India shfdl, on his rotirement, be eligible — 

(a) (!) in the case of the Comptroller and Auditor-General holding 
office immediately before the commencement of this Act, to such 
pension as may bo admissible to him under the rules for the time 
being applicable to the service to which he belonged at the date on 
which he became the Comptroller and Auditor-General; or 

(ij) in the case of any other Comptroller and Auditor-General 
who was in the service of the Government at the date of his appoint- 
ment, to such pension as may be admissible to him under the rules 
for the time being applicable to the service to which he belonged at 
the date of his appointment;

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the service aa Comptroller and Auditor-General in either case being 
reckoned for the [njrpoaea of the relevant rales as service for pension; and 
(b) to an additional pension of si:^ limidiod rl)p^^pa per arnnim in 
respect of each completed year of service aa Compuollor and Audilor- 
Geucrul: 

Provided that the aggregate of all pensions payable to the Comptroller 
<md Auditor-General shall, m no case, exceed twelve thousand rupees per 
annum. 

4. Other conditions of service of Comptroller and Auditor-General.— 

Eavo aa otherwise expressly provided in this Act, the other oonditioiis of 
service of tlie Comptroller and Auditor-General of India shall be us 
epecifled in the Second Schedule to the Constitution. 


stateiMent of objects and EEA^SONS 

Under article 148(3) of the Conatitution, the salary and other conditions 
of service of the Comptroller anj i\.uditor-General shall be such aa may 
be detei mined by law and until they are so determined these are regulated 
by the provisions in the Second Schedule to the Constitution. Under 
the provisions as they stand at present, the Comptroller and Auditor-Gene- 
ral has to vacate ottico oti completing 35 years of service, if a member 
of the Indian Civil Service, or on attaining the age of 55 years if a mem- 
ber of any other service and in either case he is entitled to a minimum 
tenure of five years. The ComptroUer and Auditor-General does not 
receive any additional pension foi’ the period of service in 'that office. It 
is considered desirable to fix the tenuro of this post in the same way as 
for other slalutoiy authorities like the Union or Stixte Public Scvice 
Commissions and, taking into account the importance of the post and the 
fact that its holder is constitutionally debarred from holding any offloe 
under the Union or State Govermnents, after vacating office, to allow an 
additional pension for service as Comptroller and Auditor- General, The 
Bill proposes that the tenure should db fixed at six years and that an 
additional pension of Es. 600 a year be given for service in the post of 
Comptroller and Auditor-General subject to the condition that the total 
of all the pensions payable to a retiring Comptroller and Auditor- General 
should be limited to Es. 12,000 per annum. It is not proposed to make 
any change in rejspect of the other oonditions of service of the Comptroller 
and Auditor-General.
